1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on November 3, 2009, in which 
claims 1, 3, 5-7, 9-14, 17, 19, 22, 26-30, 32, 34, 36, 37, 40, 43, 45-47, 49-51, 53-56, 60-53, and 
69-71 are currently pending for further examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-7, 9-14, 17, 19, 22, 26-30, 32, 34, 36, 37, 40, 43, 45-47, 49-51, 53-56, 60- 
53, and 69-71 are allowed in light of the applicant's argument and in light of the prior art made 
of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The present 
application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety of databases, the examiner 
respectfully submits that claimed features "determining a type of classification of the current 
item list based on said comparing of the current item list and the reference item list, wherein said 
type of classification is based on at least one of whether an item in said reference item list is in 
said current item list, whether said item is in said reference item list, and whether contents of 
said item in said current item list are the same as contents of said item in said reference item list, 
encoding information regarding said difference prior to transmitting said information from said 
apparatus to another entity based on said determined type of classification, and to communicate 
and transmit compressed information based upon the determined type of classification" in 
conjunction with all other limitations of the dependent and independent claims 1, 3, 5-7, 9-14,
